The cultivator should be used every ten -
or Ol ownprefer let the weeds grow rora muicn.
1 have tried keeping them perfectly
clean until frost comes, then mulch-
ing with straw; but I have had the beet
crops where I let the weeds grow the lat-

ter part of the summer. I cannot ac-

count for it, except that the roots of
weeds decompose tbe ground at
time the fruit is lust rloeninz. not only

the soil from baking, but
keeping ft light, moist and mellow on
the surface.
